DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what structure is intended to be recited in the recitation in lines 11-14 
of "at least one male member or at least one female member secured to said second 
part and cooperating with said other of said at least one male member, and said at least 
one female member secured to said base part...". Additionally, it is unclear what the 
"other" in the portion of the recitation reading "said other of said at least one male 
member" is intended to refer to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Holloway. 
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The Holloway reference discloses an apparatus comprising a first part 50 and 
second part 30, said second part rotatable relative to the first part to dispense a 
substance (see col. 3, lines 53-57), a portion 84 fastened to the second part (see col. 4, 
lines 30-31), and a base part 86 cooperating with an anti-rotation element (ribs on 
second part, see Figure 30) which prevents rotation of the base relative to the drive 
element but allows the base to move axially relatively to the drive element at least 
during assembly of the device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 8-10, 14, 24-26, and 36 are allowed. 

Claim 35 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/13/06 regarding claim 32 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Holloway reference 
does not include a bas as claimed. However, it is the Examiner's position that there is a 
base as claimed in the Holloway device as discussed in detail in the rejection supra. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
